in it and such a warm atmosphere arranged by th^iosts, KOLOS. .-OVA complimented 
again Source and NOVYTSKYI , S AKHIV, IIOLUBNYCHYY end others for the pleasant evening 
they an anged for their compatriots. 



For KOLOSSOVA this was a historical moment. For the first timpthare met 



Soviet Ukrainians with emigres in a friendly atmosphere, not as enemies cutting 
each other’s throat, but as mature people , sons of the same Mother, capable 
to discuss their common problems in a calm manner without throwing mud at 
each other. In her view , a nevr&rgl in relations between Ukraine and emigration 
had been initiated last night at the George Washington Hotel, Her only trouble 
is whether those emigres who are ready to cultivate contacts with Ukrainian 
people will have enough strength and resistance to endure the attacks of the 
rest of emigration against them. She cannot emphasise strongly enough how much 
they in the Ukraine were in need of emigres * help to promote Ukrainian 



matters in America and elsewhere in the world, 

KOLOSSOVA referred again to the group of emigre cultural and political 



leaders that she would like to welcome in Ukraine, She counts on It's help

KOLOS 50V A mentioned that Dr V.LEVYTSKYY was not admitted to the 
meeting and she had nothing against it. Source mentioned that POLTAVA was 
also asked to leave the room. "Well - replied Kolossova - the old man (referring 
to Levytskyy) should have no grudge, he had company". 

KOLOS OVA was ip a hurry , getting ready for some reception in the 
mission or somewhere else and asked to excuse her. She wanted , however, to 
discuss "all pertinent problems more in detail tomorrow" and asked Source to 
visit her at the hotel next day. Source agreed to come and to see them all to 
the Airport. 

2. Source also saw for a fewxrainuifes KOZAK, ZARUDNYY, VILDE,BASH and 
the blonde secretary of KOLOSSOVA* They exchanged a few words with each other* 

VILDE told Source that the latter could not even imagine how grateful she was 
to her- for the cocktail party and the meeting last night. After the meeting 
VILDE went to MOROZ 1 house where she stayed again together wi 
(N.B. Source invited KERNYTSKYY to her house on explicit wish of VILDE. KEP1JYTSKYY 
was member of Ukrainian Waiters Union in Lviv in 1939w41$'hey knew each other 
from Lviv.) Early in the morning the entire company brought her back to the hotel. 
According to VILDE the cocktail - party at Source's house was the breaking point 
in her group's situation. Prior to the party , they( tourists) were very much 
restricted in their movements. VILDE herself talked to her relatives in Trenton, to 
K03TIUK , but could not say anything. After the party KOLOSSOVA gave "new 
orders" that they are completely free in their movements and can talk about whatever 
they v/anl/. KOLOSSOVA encoura^ged everybody to make contacts with anigres, 
drop all the reservations and behave like tanaamtx friends. 

In VILDE* S opinion all credit for that goes to Source and her New Yorker friends. 

VILDE as well as others described last night meeting as an historical 
event and were genuinely happy about it.

3, O n 2 Dec 1964 around. 14*00 hrs Source saw again KOLOS OVA at ~tH'e Governor 
Qlinton Hotel as prearranged. She brought KOLOS 30V A gifts for her and other members/ 
of the group. Also two fountain-pens for LEVISHCKEHKO in Kiev. 

Source presented Kolossova with a golden pin ( two small birds) and gave

a similar one to VHDE. KOLOSSOVA reciprocated with a dozen or so of painting^of 

Ukrainian contemporary artists, mostly landscapes. 

KOLOSSOVA asked again about "the concrete chances " to organize a group 

of emigre cultural and political leader that she wanted to welcome in Kiext 

in May /June 1965. Her main preocupation seemed to be whether "potential 

candidates" for such a trip will not retreat in case the attics against them 

frl/ 'fcpv 

on the part of the rest /emigration will b e c orn v e heme nt . Source pointed to 

the meeting she had in New York, and to similar once/ she can expect in other 
cities in this country and in Canada. She mentioned also her own experience 
with her talks and reports on her visit to Ukraine which contributed m uch to 
the creation of "a new atmosphere" among emigrants. 

KOLOSSOVA asked whom Source would recom end in Chicago that would be 
helpful in organising the meeting with her group. Source mentioned Dr LAPICHAK 
editor of "Ukrainian Life" as the most suitable choice. KOLOSSOVA seemed to 
have known already this name. 

Another tiling KOLOS .OVA wanted Source to give some thought to, was an 
exhibition of Ukrainian painters from Kien in New York and other cities of 
this country. She world like Source to arrange it in "the feasible future". 

They (from Kiev) would send the best they have to New York "to impress Americans". 

In her opinion this would promote "Ukrainian matters" along both lines - 
among emigres and American public, but primarily among the latter. 

On this occasion KOLOSSOVA stressed again how much they (in Kiev ) 
were in need of emigres’ help and how highly they appraised the emigres’

strength. " We need your help, you have power, you have energy, and brains -

Kolossova kept repeating for several times - referring /\" national emigres". 
" You have to help us in opening .door to- American! public, to the State 



Department, to Iiroks and his alike, and I am sure such people as I saw ai 



the meeting ( in George Washington Hotel ) can really do something about 
it". She had to admit that her opinion about emigres has completely changed 
under the impact of what ^ie saw and heard at the meetings in New York. 

" I see here power, brains, honesty." 

She continued by complaining about the State Department, fheiatter 
"hampers everything Ukrainian" and they know about it in Kiev for sure. 

Asked about Ukrainian -American Society , she replied that it was "in process

KOLOSSOVA complained severily about Hurolc "who behaves just like 
the State D©aprtment". According to her he went so far that when VIR3KYI was 
here in New York he (Hurolc) forced him to drop from his program " a very 
pafabiotic dance ip which a Ukrainian mother presents her son with a sabre 
when sending trim to war". 

About herself KOLOS OVA said that only 6 weeks ago he had a tragedy 
at her horns, her mother died. 

Source saw Kolossova ,Vilde and others to the Laguardia Airport. 

KOLOS OVA was very excited , emotional, and with tears in her eyes kissed 
Source for good-by. 

KOLOSSOVA also told Source that in case TOLOPKO will write anything 

about the meeting and the cocktail-party he will have to show it. tm Source and 

get her approval. She did not want that "those people " (mqfring progressives) 

would spoil anything. (il.B. Next day TOLOPKO read Iris note in 0u '8oi^Hail-party anc!) 
meeting on telephone to Source.) 

3. KOZAK was also full of praise and delight about the meeting in Georg 
Washington Hotel. " The most precious and memorable thing I shall bring from 
New York will be the meeting with emigres". "I never forget these two evenings" 

( mailing the cocktail party anljthe meeting). "A completely new r wp3:d^^1^*to my

eyes". "Y 0 u have power, brains, possibilities". "This was 

for all of us?!* "We shall tell and write about it to let our friends in Ukraine 

know , too* W e shall write in papers, talk at meetings, all people have to know

That's a pity we can write about ui^pur papers and in those of 
progressives because it would be much better if all Ukrainian press would 
write about it". 



4. Similar line was taken by BASH . H e called progressives "a big trash". 

"6onfessing" to Source he said that they were already so fed up with their

progressives friends /\t hey would even resign from their trips to America to 



avoid meeting them. But this trip changed everything completely. Their meeting 
at the cocktail-party and at the hotel brought something new, fresh, envigorating , 
it raised their spirits, gave sense to their future visiting this country. 

And again : "W e need your help, you have strength, brains, possibilities, we 
have to help each other". " We are children of the same Mother, you have 
strength and we have it too. We have to combine our powers, we have to do many 
things together, then our results will be doubled, tripled..." 

"Don't make Russians out of us in eyes of the world, we are Ukrainians and we 
never give up our nationality. "^Do people who smear us as Russian stooges realize 
what a harm they are doing to our nation?". 



5. All/the others were topped, however, by ZARUDNYY. He knew only superlatives 
in praising emigres he met in New York. "You know - he said - after the 
meeting we sat until 5 o'clock in the morning and discussed what we saw and 
heard at the meeting". " It was beyond our imagination and comprehension". 

» I could never believe my eyes that we and you , despite all the political 
differenced, could meet together primarily as Ukrainians, as brother^ and discuss 
our common problems "• "The impact of this fact will leave an unforgetoable 
imprint on my mind ". 




" We are just like two parts of the sane sheaf - half in the Ukraine- -and half in 
emigration, v;e have to bind these two parts into one . " Despite our political 
di:- rences there are many things we can do together for the coomon welfare of 
Ukrainian people". 

He personally will tell everybody about his meetings with emigres, he will 
also write about thaji, talk on television ,and at public and private meetings in the 
Ukraine. 



5* In room 1407 (at Governor Clinton Hotel) Source saw KAY30RODA and 



his wife. O n this occasion she learned that KAYBORODA’S wife was told on last 
Suhday that there was no room in the car and therefore she could not accompany 
her husband to the cocktail party. Source said that this wa s not true a so but 
M’s wife only shrugged her shoulders. I n the beginning they were in company of 
Dr KURXLINA Tatyana and Kolossova's secretary. Theji Source stayed only with 
MAYBORODAG. He was also very appreciative for the meetings with emigres and 
stressed " such meetings were needed". He was satisfied with what he sew at the 

i 

meeting and "found nothing in what was said by emigres that would offend him 
personally" . 

MAYB0R0DA asked his wife about "something he was looking for" and Source 
understood it as an indication that he was going to give her something -without 
witnesses, He was very nervous , his hands trembled. Every 3 to 4 minutes or so 
ZARUDNYY entered the room under different silly pretexts; either he was 
looking for a book, or wanted to have cigarette, or just came to make a remark 
about the Hks±x weather or New York. At one time MAYB0R0DA dropped his cigarette 



out of mouth, he was that nervous and angry. It was obvious that ZAKYDHYY 
watched KAYBORODAS# Finally, they had to leave for the Airport and HAYBCRODA 
presented Source only with one of his records. 

At the Airport MAYBORODA’S wife became ill, there was something wrong 



with her heart. KURiLINA and AELETOVA took care of her . %.=.

7. On 3 Dec 1964 Source was telephoned by STA3IUK Pi a ton who told her 
that LEVISHCHENKO was arriving next morning in Hey York but will proceed at once 
to WAshington ,D.C, to join K 0 los/sova’s group. This was told to STASI UE^( by an un- 
identified member of the Soviet Mission in New York who spoke Russian and did not 
want to tell his name. According to STASIUK , LEVISHCIiEBKO would like to see 
Source either in New York or still better in Washington. Later on Dr LEVTTSKYI 
spoke on phone to Source again about the same matter suggesting that she could 
probably meet LEVISHCHENKO in Toronto, Canada where - as he told her - she had an 
old Professor of hereby the name ZELENYY and she could visit him on this 
occasion. 

In the beginning Source thought that LEVISHC1IENK0 might be trying to 
"conceal something from K°L0SS0VA2 and therefore used STASIUK as intermediary to 
contact her. She was planning eventually to go to Chicago, 111. On 4 Doc 1964 
at night she called Hotel Pick Congfesc in Chicago , located BaSIi ( who did not 
recognise her voice) and told her that LEVISHCHENKO was together with KORCHEGA 
in o different room but he could not say its number* On the whole there seeneu 
to be some difficulty in locating LEVI HHCiiKUKO. ip view of that Source decided to 
wait until she gets some news from LEVISIICHENKO or KOLOs-dOVA.. Eventually , she 
would not mind to go to Toronto ot Montreal.
